was received yesterday morning. 


The 
inclination of the plane of the 
ecliptic is 76 degrees and 43 
minutes. 
The longitude of the ascending node is 
8£ degrees and 1 minute; the longitude 
of perihelion is 22 degrees and 12 mjn- 
lites; the preihelion distance is 0.8459 
astronomical units. 
T h e comet is re­ 
ceding from the sun and 
approaching 
the earth at present. 
T h e 
comet 
passed its perihelion on October 23d.

There are 60,000 skins of house cats 
exported from the United States every 
year. These skins come from all parts of 
the country, a wholesaler seldom re­ 
ceiving a consignment of furs from a 
country correspondent that does not in­ 
clude a number of catskius. 
When the 
correspondent receives 15 cents apiece 
for them on an average he may consider 
that he is doing remarkably well. There 
is very little domaud for catskins in 
this country except for cattail rugs and 
other oddities, sometimes for trimmings, 
and very rarely ns a chest covering in 
winter for an old man who belongs to 
the customs of a past generation. So the 
New York wholesaler sorts his catskins 
into lots of a half dozen different grades, 
and sends them to London, to be sold at 
the quarterly auctions of one of the 
great fur dealers. The skins of black 
cats bring the most money, and as many 
as 10,000 of them have been disposed of 
for CO cents apiece 
Yellow cat skins 
are next in value. 
Maltese and body 
mixed colors bring the least, often going 
for 5 cents apiece, or rather they bring 
the least of the full grown cats, for 
there is a dnmand at 8 and 4 cents apiece 
for the skins of little kittens.
